Proposed By-Law Amendments 


The following amendments to the by-laws of the National Utah 
Token Society have been proposed: 


That the following paragraphs be added to Article lI. 


Any person of good character, 18 years of age or more, 
who has been a member of this society in good standing for a at 
least one year, and subject to approval as described hereafter, 
may become a life member of this society. 


Upon completion of his term of office, past presidents 
Shall receive the honorary title of life member. This shall by a 
membership in name only and such members shall be subject to the 
requirements of Article III of these by-laws. 


These two paragraphs will be referred to as Amendments 1 and 
2 on your election ballot. 


It has also been proposed that the following paragraph 
be added to Article III: 


Every member applying for life membership shall at the 
time of his application for life membership pay a one time fee 
equivalent to the amount of fifteen (15) times the current 
regular annual dues at the time of payment. 


This paragraph will be referred to as Amendment 3 on your 
ballot.

There are relatively few Corps of Engineers' lands in the 
western United States compared to in the Fast. Nevertheless, the 
Department of Army's policy will set a precedent for the policies 

& of other federal agencies, such as the Departments of Interior 
and Agriculture which manage most federal lands in the West. 
Serious metal detector enthusiasts should not miss the 
Opportunity to provide input into the policy making process. 


It will only take a few minutes to sit down and write a 
letter. Simply explain why you think it is important for federal 
lands to be left open to folks who like to metal-detect. Such 
folks do not tear up the landscape with gaping holes, they don't 
steal pre-historic artifacts, and they don't do anything 
particularly dangerous. They ought to be left alone. 


A stack of letters from all over the country would 
definitely make a difference to a federal official with a 
policy-drafting assignment.
